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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on August 
25, 2003 has been entered. 

2. This Office action is in response to the amendment filed August 25, 2003 in 
which claims 13, 17, and 24 were amended. It should be noted that claims 13, 15-18, 
20-21 and 24-27 are pending. It is noted that claim 14 was canceled in a previous 
amendment; however, Applicant has not indicated the status of claim 14 in this present 
amendment. 

3 The rejection of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph is withdrawn in 
view of Applicant's arguments. 

4. Claims 13, 15-18 and 20-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Campbell (US 4.527,996). 

Campbell teaches a gasoline composition comprising a nitrogen-containing 
additive of the following formula H (OCHR'CHR")x(OCHR'"CHR'\ NR^R^' wherein R 
and R" are independently H or an alkyi group of 1-4 carbon, at least one of R' and R" 
has at least 2 carbon atoms; R'" and R''' are independently H or CH3, R'' and R"" are 
independently H or (CH2CH2NH)zH where z is 1-5 with the proviso that R'' and R"" are 
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not both hydrogen and z and y are independently integers fronn 1-30 (see abstract; col. 
3, lines 1-20). Campbell anticipates the claims when in Campbell all parameters are as 
set forth with Z=1 , and those parameters in the present invention are as follows: R is H, 
R^-R^ are H or C1-C16 hydrocarbon, a is an integer from 1-20 and x is (B1 ) or (B4) 
wherein R*"^ is C2 alkylene, R^® is H and R^^ is H. 

Accordingly, Campbell teaching all the limitations of the claims, anticipates the 
claims. 

5. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Campbell does not anticipate the present claims because 

the compound exemplified in Campbell is different from that of the present claims. 

It is well settled that a reference is relied upon for all that it teaches and is not 
limited to the preferred embodiments. The claimed nitrogen-containing compounds of 
the present invention are indeed anticipated by Campbell because the general formula 
of the nitrogen-containing compound of the present invention and the general formula of 
the hydroxy polyether polyamines of Campbell are within the same scope. When all 
parameters of Campbell are as set forth above and Z=1and when the parameters of the 
present invention are as follows: R^ is H, R^-R^ are H or C1-C16 hydrocarbon, a is an 
integer from 1-20 and X is (B1) or (84) wherein R^^ is C2 alkylene, R^^ is H and R^^ is H, 
the compounds are within the same scope. 

6, Applicant's arguments and the 132 declaration submitted by Katsuhiko Hagi are 
sufficient to overcome the 103 rejection of the claims over Campbell. Therefore, claims 
24-27 are allowable.
